(b)  To  establish  a  school  of  Arts 
and  Crafts  and  to  elevate  the  technical 
and  general  knowledge  of  persons 
engaged  in,  or  about  to  engage  in,  any 
form  of  artistic  wt,  or  handicraft, 
bjr  means  of  lectures,  cusses  or  other- 
wife. 

(c)  To  establish  within  the  Prov- 
ince one  ormore  art  galleries,  museums 
or  other  buildings  designed  for  the 
housing,  collection  and  exhibition  of 
examples  of  fine  and  industrial  arts 
and  crafts. 

(d)  To  fc  'a  collection  of  works 
of  art  and  craftsmanship,  for  exhibit  in 
such  galleries  or  buildings  as  aforesaid, 
and  to  encourage  the  permanent  and 
periodical  exhibition  therein  of  suit- 
able loan  and  other  collections  of 
such  works.

stores  and  offices  for  the  purpose. 

fg)  To  establish  an  information  bur- 
eau and  keen  registers  of  classified 
workers  in  alt  forms  of  artistic  work 
and  handicraft,  and  to  furnish  infor- 
mation and  expert  advice  In  regard 
to  any  of  such  matters  to  r-.rt  workers, 
craftsmen,  manufacturers  and  cus- 
tomTs  and  others,  which  w'll  id 
to  the  encouragement  and  outpi-  of 
good  work 

(h)  To  establish  or  take  over 
branches,  or  affiliate  with  other  soci- 
eties, incorporated  or  unincorporated, 
whose  objects  are  the  same  as,  or 
similar  to,  any  r.f  the  objects  afore- 
said. 

The  Institute  is  at  present  devoting 
its  energies  on  the  industrial  side  to 
the  introduction  of  hand  spinning  and 
weav'  ig  of  woolen  material,  and  for 
this  purpose  is  procuring  spinning 
wheels,  hand  looms  and  other  appar- 
atus and  thereby  incurring  consider- 
able expense.  The  funds  of  the  Insti- 
tute ire  small,  its  only  source  of 
revenue  consisting  of  the  subscriptions 
of  members.
